nounced that he saw no possibility of 
intervention; official denial was made 
of any intention to mobilize a second 
division of regulars, although this was 
contemplated

week; the San Antonio concentration 
of troops has been ordered broken and 
the gossip about the department was 
that the war is over. 
An order also 
was sent to the border to seize all food 
supplies designed for the insurgents. 
In New York the Mexican m inister 
of finance, Senor Yves Jose Limantour, 
said significantly that had smuggling 
across the border been stopped months 
ago the revolution would have been 
put down, which is generally taken 
to mean that, now the border is pro­ 
tected, the revolution w'ill last but a 
short time. 
The disintegration of the San An­ 
tonio troops is the result of a plan of 
the war department to string a wall 
of men across the border and end 
filibustering 
while 
by

law 
President Diaz and his forces exter­ 
minate the revolutionists. 
The reason for the sudden change 
in the situation is not made clear in 
official statements. 
After reading the 
first reports which have come from the 
Mexican border to the war depart­ 
ment Secretary Dickinson said he saw 
no necessity for intervention. 
it appears the repealing of the con­ 
stitutional 
guarantee 
by

Diaz is so drastic that it will quell the 
revolution, according to the messages 
sent the secretary. 
That the repeal is 
more drastic in purpose than its word- , 
ing indicates is also the opinion of 
Ancona, the famous Mexican insur- , 
gent.

! Book of Esther in full. Customs vary 
* among the Jews with reference to

Purim is a great day for children. 
In orthodox synagogs the day is de­ 
voted to Hie reading of the Megillah.

ed States, w as founded in 1565. 
Acoma w as m entioned as early’ as 
1539 Ivy F ra M arco di Niza an d w as 
visited by m em bers of Coronado's a r ­ 
my in the following year, fwent.v-tive 
y ears before St. A ugustine’s lier it si of 
foundation. 
E arly 
Spanish 
ch ro n i­
